Philadelphia, July 31.—The Reading 


train, which collided with- the Bridge- 
ton excursion train last night uear 
Atlantic City was the regular 5:40 ex- 
press, ouo of the fastest on the road. 
•Ul tbo cars were comfortably filled. 
It was nearly one o'clock this morning 
before the tracks were repaired so as 
to allow the trains to pass. 


Dr. Cbas. Smith, who arrived shortly 


after the accident, said that the Read- 
ill" express had struck the Pennsyl- 
vania train where the tracks cross diag- 
onally, demolishing 
the second car 


completely aiid wrecking the third. 
It was going at the rate of a mile a 
minute. The Pennsylvania cars were 
crowded 
with 
excursionists 
from 


Bridgetou and scarcely one in the sec- 
ond or third cars escaped immediate 
death or serious injury. 
Estimates 


placed the killed at one hundred. 
The 


Reading passengers were badly shocked 
aud some were badly hurt. 
The engi- 


neer died at his post, and the fireman 
escaped by jumping. 


At one o'clock this morning the train 


came into \Yesfc Jefferson, at the West 
Jersey station at Camden \vith passen- 
gers for Bridgeton. Many of the in- 
jured were aboard. 
Children, with 


blood-stained clothes 
and bandaged 


heads, sat listlessly upon the seats. On 
every soat were injured 
passengers. 


The killed are now said to be f orty- 
tsvo, and the injured in the hospital at 
Atlantic City, forty-three. 
The tele- 


graph operator and switch-tender at 
the tower where the' signal ought to 
have been given, are both in jail. 
There is some dispute as to which train 
had the right of way. 


Atlantic City, July 81.—By eight 


o'clock this morning all the debris was 
cleared away. It is thought that the 
dead have all been removed. Large 
unmbers of people are visiting the scene 
of the disaster. Most of them are wo- 
men. 
The coroner's inquest begins 


this morning. There is no solution 
yet of the cause of the accident, nor is 
it known why the excursion train stop- 
ped five or ten minutes on the Mead- 
ows. 
It was late leaving here. 
It 


was the third car that caught the full 
force of the Reading train. 
It was 


cut in two and each half shivered to 
splinters.

A Special Excursion Train on 


the West Jersey Railroad 


Crashed Into by An Express Trau 


From Philadelphia. 


Forty-Two Fcoplo Killed iiml Eighty or 


flloro Wounded—TIio O|ienxtt>r at 


the lilock To\ver VUicetl 


Under Arrost. 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., July 31.—A ter- 


rible railroad catastrophe toolc pliiue 
on the Meadows, about two miles out 
of this city, shortly after (5:30 o'clock 
Thursday evening', resulting- in the 
death of 43 people, so far as now can 
be learned, and the wounding" of SO 
others. 
A train left here consisting of 


seven cars over the West Jersey rail- 
road bearing a special excursion of 
Red Men and their friends, of Bridge- 
ton, N. J., and Salem, and had reached 
the crossing of the Heading-railroad 
when it was struck 
by the 
5:-10 


down 
express 
from 
.Philadelphia, 


demolishing- two ears and telescoping 
the two following. 
The engine of the 


Reading train became a total wreck, 
lulling the engineer and fatally injur- 
ing the fireman, and the car behind 
also was thrown from the track and 
many of -it's occupants killed or in- 
jured. 


The responsibility of the collision 


has not yot been placed, but William 
Tlvurlow, the operator at the block 
tower situated at the crossing-, has 
been placed under arrest by order of 
the coroner. 


Leaving Lhk city the tracks of the 


West Jersey road run parallel to those 
of the Camden & Atlantic until after 
they cross the drawbridge, when they 
switcli off to the south, crossing the 
Reading road at an obtuse angle. 


John Greiner, the engineer of the 


West Jersey train, saw the Reading 
train approaching the crossing at a 
swift speed, but as the signals were 
open for him to proceed on his way he 
continued. His 
engine had 
barely 


cleared the track of the Reading when 
the locomotive of the latter train which 
left 
Philadelphia, 
at 
0:40 struck 


the 
first 
car full in the 
center, 


thowing1 it far off the track into a near- 
by ditch, and completely submerging 
it. The second car of the West Jersey 
train was also carried into the ditch, 
the third and fourth cars being tele- 
scoped. The engine of the Reading 
train was thrown to the other side of 
the track, carrying with it the first 
coach. A few minntcs after the colli- 
sion, to add to the horror of the situa- 
tion, the boiler of the Reading locomo- 
tive exploded, scalding several to death 
and casting its boiling spray over many 
of the injured passengers. 


As soon as the news reached this 


city it spread widecast and thousands 
of people nocked to the scene. 
The 


road leading to the place of the colli- 
sion was a constant 
procession of 


hacks, busses and bicycles and all 
kinds of vehicles, while thousands of 
pedestrians hurried along the path to 
render what assistance they could or 
to satisfy their curiosity. 


Darkness fell quickly and the work 


of rescuing the injured and the dead 
bodies was carried out under the lurid 
glare of huge bonfires. It was a grue- 
some sight presented to onlookers as 
the mangled and burnt forms of the 
dead were carried from the wreckage 
which bound them and laid side bv 
side on the gravel bank near the track 
with no other pall than the few odd 
newspapers gathered from the passen- 
gers. 
The wounded were 
quickly 


gathered together and carried by train 
and wagon to the Atlantic City hos- 
pital, where six of them died shortly 
after their arrival. 


The old Excursion house at the foot 


of Mississippi avenue was converted 
into a morgue and thither the dead 
were taken. 
At a late hour Thursday 


evening there were 29 bodies laid out 
there, none of whom are as yet identi- 
ged. This city is terribly excited over 
the accident. The streets in the vicin- 
ity of the Excursion house and the city 
hospital, as well as the road leading to 
the scene of the accident, being packed 
with people anxious to learn the latest. 
The Bridgeton and Salem excursionists 
who escaped injury were brought back 
to this city and sent home on a special 
train several hours later in the even- 
ing. 


James Hoyt, secretary of the depart- 


ment of public safety, immediately, 
upon learning the extent of the catas- 
trophe, telegraphed for the Philadel- 
phia emergency corys, 150 of whom re- 
sponded, and hnrried to this city on a 
special train, which left Philadelphia 
at 10:45 p. rn. These surgeons mater- 
ially aided the volunteer corps of this 
city, who embraced almost every phy- 
sician at present within its confines. 
Many of the injured were taken to 
hotels as the city hospital soon became 
overcrowded, About 30 of the wound- 
ed had their injuries dressed and were 
able to proceed on their way. 
It is ex- 


pected that fully a dozen of those now 
lying in the hospital will not survive 
their injuries. 


Mrs. 
Edward Parr, the wife of the 


Reading- engineer who met death while 
performing his duty and was found 
with one hand on the throttle and the 
other on the brake, when informed of 
the accident and her husband's tragic 
death, was unable to withstand the 
shock and fell to the floor dead.

a disastrous effect upon tho economic 
and financial interests of England and 
tho other European nations now gov- 
erned by the gold standard, that it 
may be confidontilly predicted in ad- 
vance that tho course of events would

bimetallism as the only true solution, 
oven upon those who today deny the 
possibility aud efficacy of it." 


This great authority on monetary 


science gave tho following advice to 
the people of this country: 


"But if I were a citizen of the 


United States and were convinced that 
Europe, by reason of England's atti- 
tude, is fixedly hostile to tho establish- 
ment of a stable monetary parity be- 
twcecn gold and silver, obstinately re- 
jecting all ideas of international bime- 
tallic agreement, then I should cease 
to 
l>o an international bimetallist— 


which nearly all my friends in tho 
United States are—and should go ever 
unhesitatingly to the camp of the sil- 
vermen.''—Pittsburg Post.

ler bore a good reputation and he had 
no enemies. Nothwithstanding these 
facts he was shot down in cold blood. 
The only witness to the tragedy was 
his terror-stricken wife. 
The^shooting- 


occurred in the saloon, but the victim 
g-amely pursued his assailant out into 
the street with four bullets in his 
body. There were eight shots fired al- 
together. 


A few minutes past 11 o'clock ITHzlcr 


arose and looked at his watch, lie 
then said to his wife: "It's after 11 
o'clock, and, as things are quiet. I 
g-ness I'll close up. Sit here until I fill 
the bottles and put up the shutters, 
and we'll go upstairs." 


The saloon keeper then walked leis- 


urely into the barroom, lie was just 
about to turn around the counter of 
the place when t\vo men entered the 
side door mentione above. The two 
men doubtless s;iw 'Ilitzler arise and 
leave his wife's presence, and their ob- 
ject was to murder him and get what 
few dollars there might be in the cash 
drawer in the barroom. 


At any rate, the two men reached 


the bar almost as soon as Ilitzler did, 
but they gave him enough time to get a 
few feet ahead of ' them. The intrud- 
ers hid their faces by improvised masks 
made of black handkerchiefs. One of

of his pursuer. 


When Ilitzler got to the middle of 


the street he sank down on the hard 
granite blocks from exhaustion. lie 
had bled freely and was very weak. 
His slayer ran over Sixth street to the 
Big Four railroad yards. 
Mrs. Ilitzler 


ran out in the street and bent ovrer her 
husband, whose life was fastly flicker- 
ing away. 


"I'm gone, but I shot :em both," said 


the game fellow, as he tried to smile at 
his wife. 
The poor woman stooped 


over and kissed her husband and then 
begged some railroad men to carry the 
wounded man into the house. Some 
employes of the .Big Four yards car- 
ried Ilitzler into the sitting room. In 
the rear of the saloon, and he died a 
few minutes later. 


A man giving his name as Tom Car- 


ter was arrested a few minutes later, 
badly wounded, as one of the assas- 
sins. The other is at large but will 
soon be arrested.

people were killed and drowned and a 
fourth seriously injured in an accident 
at Luke Ottossaee, an outing- resort 
three miles from Knoxville Thursday 
afternoon. 
The dead are: 
Charles 


Perry, aged IS; Walter Wrig-ht, aged 
21; Miss Carrie Phibbs, ag-ed 17. The 
injured is Mrs. Forester, a widow, who 
was chaperoning- the party. 


The party was rowing- on the lake in 


the park in a light row boat, and 
through carelessness they came in the 
course of the chute boat as it came 
down the steep incline into the water. 
The chute boat, loaded with ten peo- 
ple, dashed down the incline at a 
ter- 


rific rate of speed and hit the water 
with much force. 
It rebounded into 


the air and on the second bounce 
struck 
the rowboat with its occu- 


pants. 
The crash upset the 
row- 


boat and killed its passengers with 
the exception of Mrs. Forester, who 
came to the surface and caught on to 
the upturned boat where she clung- 
until assistance arrived. Expert divers 
were soon put to work and the bodies 
recovered. 
An examination showed 


that the young- people had been terri- 
bly bruised and perhaps killed by the 
chute boat when it struck them. They 
were all members of the Broad Street 
JM. E. church, south, which was having- 
its annual picnic at the lake when the 
accident occurred.

A rough and tumble fight followed, 
in which a lamp wTas upset and ex- 
ploded, setting firo to the house. Shaw 
says ho let his assailant go and turned 
his attention to extinguishing the fire. 
The fellow who had entered the house 
was a burly negro. 
Shaw did not know 


him. 
» 
While Shaw and the negro were fight- 


ing, Mrs. Justice arid other women in 
the neighborhood were screaming, and 
a big crowd was attracted. 
Among 


them was George Morris, or Morris Su- 
tor, as he is called. As he came near 
the house, he saw a man dart out of 
the alley and try to hide himself in a 
gutter. When the fire at the house 
was put out, Morris recalled this, and 
armed with a poker, started out to in- 
vestigate. He found the fellow still 
in the gutter. 
It turned out to be 


a negro barber, well 
known about 


town. 
Morris compelled him to lie 


still in the muddy ditch while a 
policeman was called. After much de- 
lay Policeman Heisel was finally lo- 
cated and came around. 
He ordered 


the negro to get up, but absolutely re- 
fused to arrest him and began • to roast 
the people in the neighborhood, threat- 
ening to arrest the whole crowd of them. 
One of the residents of the neighbor- 
hood, George Welch, declares he will 
file a charge against Hoisel for using 
profane language. 


It is not known whether the barber 


was the party who jumped on Shaw or 
not. 
He was seen to go into the alley 


that leads to the Justice house just be- 
fore the trouble tookplace and came out 
just afterwards, and will have some 
tall explaining to do in any event. 


Policeman Heisel apparently failed 


to do bis duty in the matter. 
The bar- 


ber should have been brought in and 
compelled to explain what he was do- 
ing in the ditch tit that hour of the 
night'. It is said that Councilman 
Gims censured Heisel severely and 
threatened to place charges against him, 
himself. 


It is claimed that Shaw is a som- 


nambulist and may have caused all the 
trouble in his sleep. This is rather 
shaky.

In order to answer this question it is 


necessary to understand the connection 
between money and general prices. This 
is the keynote to the whole metal con- 
troversy. The underlying principle is 
that the general range of prices de- 
pends upon the total volume of money 
in circulation or available for circula- 
tion. 
In other words, as you increase 


the volume of money, you increase 
-prices; ns you decrease the volume of 
money yon decrease prices. 
The free 


and unlimited coinage of silver will 
result in a great volume of money— 
that is, primary money—and will there 
fore increase prices. There will ue 
more money to be exchanged for other 
things than there was formerly; conse- 
quently, each dollar will be less valua- 
ble than it was before. 
That is to say, 


everything else will bring more money. 
As the so-called quantitative theory of 
money is really the fundamental prop- wounded, 
oaition on which bimotallists found all 
their arguments, it is well to consider 
what eminent writers on political econ- 
omy have said on this subject, aud the 
following quotations are in point: 


John Locke, in his"Considerations," 


relating to tho value of money, said: 


"Money, while tho same quantity of 


it is passing up and down the kingdom 
in trade, is really a standing measure 
of the falling and rising of other 
things in reference to one another, and 
the alteration in price is truly in them 
only. But if you increase or lessen 
the quantity of money 
current in 


traffic in any place, then the alteration 
of value is in the money.'' 


Locke further said: 
"Tho value of money in any one 


country is the present quantity of the 
current money in that country in pro- 
portion to the present trade." 


David Hume, the historian, says: 
"It is not dicffinlt to perceive that it 


is the total quantity of the money in 
circulation in any country which deter- 
mines what portion of that quantity 
shall exchange for n certain portion of 
the goods or commodities of that coun- 
try. 
It is tho proportion between tho 


circulating money and the commodities 
which determine tho price.''
